Control of Armaments. 

This correspondent asked how 
Bulganin estimated the chances

training. This rotation training 
program has been planned for 
some time. 

“A small headquarters of Air 
‘Force personnel will remain on 
Formosa to administer the tacti- 
cal squadrons as each is rotated 
there for a short period.” 

Lindsay said that two of the 
squadrons which have been on 
duty in the operation came from 
Okinawa and one from the Phil- 
ippines.

He said there has been no vis- 
ible evidence of the massing of 
Red troops, planes or anything 
else in the Tachens area. Nor, 
he said, has there been any evi- 
dence of Communists moving on- 
to the now abandoned Tachens. 

“Tt is-a little early,” Briscoe 
added. “I imagine they would 
do a little scouting first.” 

He said the weather along the 
China coast turns generally bet- 
ter about April 1, which would 
help in the movement of ship- 
ping for transportation of Red 


troops.

t. The dismissal of Geérgl *Malenkov 
resulted largely from an internal power 
struggle growing out of the, pld problem

2. The bosses of the Kremlin have their 
own budget ~ balancing .problem even 
though it is not. expressed in terms of 
taxing and spending. The fantastie cost 
of modern weapons in men and materials, 
and above all in scientific and technical 
manpower, to a far-reaching pro- 
gram of fitural expansion initiated 
by Nikita S. Khrushchev ruled out more 
consumer goods.

3. Khrushchev is not on the way to be- 
coming a “second ,Stalin” with absolute 
powers over every fegment of Russian life. 
He is a hardboiled party hack who played 
his cards. skillfully in the power struggle. 
Rut his vast program of agricultural ex- 
pansion in the Urals, Siberia, the North 
Caucus and Far Eastern regions remains 
a big gamble. If it fails, his downfall may 
be more abrupt and more painful than 
that of Malenkov. — 


4. From the viewpoint of peace, the 
most hopeful sign is the appointment of 
Marshal Georgi M. Zhukov as Minister 
of Defense. Zhukov has a more realis- 
tic knowledge of the industrial and mili- 
tary power of the United States than 
any other high Russian official. Only 
the day before the Kremlin shakeup in . 
an interview with William Randolph 
Hearst Jr. Zhukov spoke of his wartime 
friendship with President Eisenhower 
and his hope that some day if relations 
improved he might visit the United 
States. 

5. In a continuing struggle for power 
inside Russia there is always the peril that

The signal of their success came with 
the downfall of Lavrenti P. Beria who as 
head of the NKVD and deputy premier had 
been one of Stalin’s closest collaborators. 
That was disclosed in July of 1953. The 
power of the organization has beenrsteadily 
cut back both in its central function out 
of Moscow and in its regional controls 
exercised through the so-called auton- 
omous states.

IN CONTRAST, Khrushchev favored a 
grandoise and costly scheme for bringing 
millions of hitherto untilled acres into cul- 
tivation. This is to be done by an enforced 
shift of peoples which would. also help to 
check the trend to the cities. The new 
land to be cultivated under the Khrushchev 
project has some resemblance to the acre- 
agé opened up under the stimulus of high 
wartime prices in our own west. The. soil 
is. light and loamy, the rainfall uncertain. 
That is one reason the project, which calls 
for big tractor stations and a. mass attack 
on the land, is such a gamble. 

A system of incentivés with greater free- 
dom for the peasant would create dissatis- 
faction in other segments of Soviet life. 
Lenin introduced his. “new economic pol- 
icy” as an expedient in the early ‘20s to 
get food moving to the cities so that indus- 
trialization. could go forward, But this was 
to be no more than a tempo move and 
Stalin when he bad consolidated his power 
returned to enforced. collectiviation. 

Rostow goes so far in an article in the 
eurrent Harper’s Magazine to suggest that 
the continuing resistance of the peasant in 
Eastern Europe and in China may mean 
the ultimate failure of Commupism. In the. 
Soviet Union an estimated 50 per cent of 
the population is engaged in. agriculture. 
In Communist China the percentage is put 
as high as 80 per cent, an estimate that 
lumps villagers’ with peasants on the land 
in a community of occupation and interest. 

By contrast, in highly industrialized 
America only between 15 and 16 per cent 
of the population is in agriculture.

American agriculture produces an embar- 
rassing overflow of abundance, Some 
months ago Russia offered to buy surplus 
American butter, gi?ing in exchange scarce 
metals such as manganese. The offer was 
rejected presumably for the reason that 
the Russian consumer would be getting 
butter at a lower price—-the world level— 
than the American consumer. In a recent 
criticism of Soviet agriculture, Khrushchev 
pointed to Fowa’s corn and hog production 
as a pattern to follow. 


In trying to weigh the meaning of the 
big shift in the Kremlin in terms of war 
or peace the experts do not discount one 
deeply disturbing factor. That is the ig- 
norance of most of the Soviet bosses about 
America and above all about the tides of 
American public opinion. 


As visitor after visitor to Moscow has 
reported, they tend to believe their own 
propaganda to the effect that only Wall 
Street and the capitalists want war. Dag 
Hammarskjold, Secretary General of the 
United Nations, reported on his return 
from his mission to Peiping that even 
such a brutal realist as Red China’s For- 
eign Minister, Chou En-lai, gave out this 
line as the truth. Communist acts of ag- 
gression might go so far that even a 
President deeply committed to keeping 
the peace could not restrain the public 
upsurge. 

The answers must all be tentative and 
the questions grow in numbers and in their 
urgency. Why, after Malenkov's confes- 
sion of, inexperience, was he not eliminat- 
ed as past confessors have been? There 
is still the possibility that he may be liq- 
uidated. Some of the experts hold that 
the little group at the top is afraid to start 
a hew purge. They do not know where it 
would end. A kind of balance has been 
struck. Certainly the army will resist any 
effort to curb its powers again. Behind 

_the screen of tough talk addressed to home 
and abroad the struggle will go on. 

The mystery is still wrapped in the 
enigma.’ But the longer the struggle for 
power continues, the more we can hope 
to learn from the public and semi-public

Britain has helped sponsor the “Co- 
lombo Plan” for the economic develop- 
ment of non-Communist Asia.

The United States has not only the pre- 
dominent sea, air and land power, but by 
all odds the greatest industrial complex. 
British industrial-military-air-naval power 
is not inconsiderable, but a. glance at a 
world map shows what may be even more 
significant British contributions to the 
“partnership” where Asia is concerned: 
The complicated political arrangements 
that tie in India, Pakistan, Ceylon, Malaya, 
Singapore, Hong Kong, Australia and New 
Zealand into one, loose, “British system.” 


This formidable political-military-geo- 
graphic complex is something the United . 
States does not wish te overlook, when 
faced with grave problems in Asia. 


Such grave problems include, today, not 
only the threatened military expansion of 
Red China, but the peneration by subver- 
sion of Communism in Asia.

FOR THE MOMENT, the expansion of 
Communism has been halted in Europe— 
by the joint efforts of the United States 
and Britain—but Asia remains vulnerable. 
Japan, in serious economic difficulties, 
needs trade with Southeast Asia. Further 
expansion of Communism in Southeast 
Asia threatens to strangle Japan's trade: 
the addition of Japan’s industrial resources 
and the natural resources of Indonesia to 
the might of China and Russia would give 
the Communist axis a disastrous surge of 
increased power. 

Therefore, even while the Formosa crisis 
boils, both the State Department and the 
British Foreign Office are planning for 
the next great task in Asia: shoring up 
Southeast Asia. Indonesian elections loom, 
possibly in June. South Vietnam hangs by 
a thread. Communists are organizing new 
enclaves in northern Thailand and Burma. 
Unrest continues in Malaya. 

Ignorance, disease and poverty, which 
underlie unrest in Southeast Asia will be 
exploited by Red China at the coming 
Bandung Conference of Asian and African 
nations, next April. Neither the United 
States nor its European allies wil] be rep- 
resented at the conference—but three Brit- 
ish Commonwealth countries will be: India, 
Pakistan and Ceylon. . 

The chief purpose of the Commonwealth 
Conference, ended this week in London, 
was to concert British and Commonwealth 
policy for Asia with United States Asian 
policy. India’s Nehru cannot be expected 
to go all the way with this project, but 
some real progress was reported. 

All of which is preparation for common 
action in the face of the looming danger in 
Asia. Military defenses will be 
ened at the meeting, later this mon 
SEATO countries, at Bangkok. Although 
SEATO has political and social overtones, 
essentially it is a military alliance of the 
United States, Britain, France, Australia, 
New Z d, Pakistan, the Philippines 
and Thailand.

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‘The School .Bus Issue 


The bill of State Representative Jennie §&. 
Walsh, Democrat of St. Louis, to provide funds 
for transportation of public, church and private 
school children in Missouri, has touched off a 
bitter controversy, drawn in part at least along 
sectarian lines. The letters on this page are a 
sample of the many that have been sent to the 
Post-Dispatch by readers on the opposing sides. 


Mrs. Walsh’s bill is designed to overcome a 
1953 decision of the Missouri Supreme Court 
and the application of that ruling by Attorney 
General Dalton against the use of public school 
funds to transport pupils to Roman Catholic 
schools. The case arose in Scott county where 
18 parochial school pupils were transported at 
public expense in violation of the plain lan- 
guage of the Missouri Constitution. 

The seven Judges of the Missouri Supreme 
Court unanimously said: 


We must and do hold that the public 

‘ school funds used to transport the pupils to 

and from the St. Dennis Catholic School at 

Benton are not used for the purpose of main- 

taining free public schools and that such use 
of said funds is unlawful. 


Thereupon the Supreme Court enjoined such 
transportation. 

Representative Walsh would overcome the Su- 
preme Court decision by going around it. She 
and those who support her bill would go around 
it by creating a division of “free motor bus 
transportation” in the State Department of Pub- 
lic Health and Welfare. The head of this divi- 
sion would be directed to provide transportation 
for children either through purchase or rental 
of equipment or through contract. 

* * w 

The costs of this transportation would be paid, 
not out of public school funds, which is clearly 
unconstitutional, but out of the State’s general 
revenue fund. St. Louis and the individual coun- 
ties would be required to reimburse the State 
for all costs in excess of $4 a month for each 
child given transportation within their limits. So 
far there are no freliable estimates as to how 
much this would add to the tax bill, but it 
would run into the millions. 

This plea for bus transportation for all chil- 
dren, regardless of the nature of their school, is 
one that evokes much sympathy. Why should a 
public bus pick up some children and pass by 
others? Why is bus transportation any different 
from traffic police protection at a busy corner, 
or fire protection? 

One answer to the question is that a traffic 
policeman is posted to prevent accidents and 
that the fire department is provided to put out 
fires. School bus transportation has one purpose 
and that is to get children to sthool, for without 
pupils there would be no school. The use of pub- 
lic funds, so the answer continues, to get pupils 
to a church school represents public help to that 
particular church. And that, many Americans be- 
lieve, violates the First Amendment and cracks 
the constitutional wall that separates church and 
state. 

The late Justice Wiley B. Rutledge, long a re- 
spected member of the St. Louis community, was 
one of those who was sympathetic to this appeal 
but firm against yielding to it. In his dissenting 
opinion in the New Jersey transportation case, 
he said: 

If those feelings should 
would be an end to our h 
tional policy. No more unjust 
tory in fact is it to deny a 
ligious schools the cost of transportation 
than it is to deny them tuitions, sustenance 
for their teachers, or any other educational 
expense which others receive at public cost. 
H p in fact this is which none can 
blink. But, for assuring to those who under- 
go it the greater, the more comprehensive 
freedom, it is one written by design and 
firm intent into our basic law.

Experience shows that one step leads to an- 
other. The granting of transportation would be 
followed in time by demands for other public 
aid to church and private schools. This would 
lead inevitably to the mixing of church and 
state in educational matters as it has in many 
_other nations. Belgium and Holland are exam- 
ples of countries rent by controversy as public 
and church schools, both supported by taxes, 
compete openly for public funds.

A Century of Whitman . 

I understand the large hearts of heroes, 

The courage of present times and all times... 

Walt Whitman—the centennial of .whose 
“Leaves of Grass” falls in this year of 1955— 
wrote much nonsense and wrote some of it badly. 
His faults are hardly worth mentioning, said 
Randall Jarell, because they are plain even to 
baby ‘critics. Whitman knew about them, and 
said so. But he kept on writing, and so out of 
the rubble bloomed his epic lines. 

Lincoln read him aloud in his Springfield law 
office after the ladies at home threatened to 
“purify” the book in the hearth fire, Emerson 
immediately recognized his stature. Henry James 
read him to Edith Wharton. And we.still read 
him—not alone for those mouth-filling lists of 
American names which caused one critic to call 
him the first “booster,” but also for insight and 
understanding. 

Whitman lived through the heart-strain of the 
Civil War and the after-galloping expansion. He 
was intrigued by the fruits of applied science, 
but he remembered that salvation is in the every- 
day wonders; the sound of the sea, the glory of 
the sunrise and the companionship of good men 
and women. He was on guard against the “smart- 
ly attired, countenance smiling, form upright, 
death under the breast-bones, hell under the 
skull-bones.” Of his preferred company he said: 

Onward we move, a gay gang of bdlack- 

guards! with mirth-shouting music and wild- 

flapping pennants of joy! 

But knowing the world for what it is—and 
knowing better than most—he also said: 

Apart from the pulling and hauling stands 

what I am, 

Stands amused, complacent, compassioning, 

idle, unitary... .

That is to say, he is writing a 
history of England that shall 
at once be popular and schol- 
sound in its learning and 


brated predecessors, and that 
is about the highest praise we 
can give it. 

Bryant has beén best known 
for hig biographies of Samuel 
Pepys and Charles II and his 
three brilliant volumes on 
England during the Napoleonic 
wars. He now demonstrates 
ability to take the whole range 
of English history as his ter- 
ritory and deal with it with no 
less brilliance and authority. 


What distinguishes this work 
ean only be described as its 
cineramic quality. It has color, 
sound, poetry, movement, and 
also a breath-taking breadth of 
view. It grapples with the 
complexities of legal and ad- 
ministrative systems at the 
same time as it presents the 
dramatic inter-play of person- 
alities. The story that it tells 
is alive and breathing because 


it is told by a writer who has

ETWEEN the dry plateau 

of Central Asia and the 

moist, fertile regions to 
the south Hie fhe Himalayas, 
1500 miles of mighty moun- 
tains magnificently dominat- 
ed by 29,002-foot Everest. 
North and slighty west of the 
Himalayas extends the Kara- 
koram, a .300-mile-long range 
that has the longest high ram- 
part in the world, a continu- 
ous crest of high peaks 104 
miles long. In the Karakoram 
are 33 peaks over 24,000 feet; 
in the whole of the Himalayas, 
only 42. Lord of the Kara- 
koram is 28,250-foot K2, and 
like colossal courtiers near it 
to set off its awesome gran- 
deur are eight other peaks ris- 
ing to over 25,000 feet. 


K2 early became notorious 
as the mountain that would 
never be climbed. In 1902 the 
first attempt was made, by a 
mixed group of Englishmen, 
Austrians, and a Swiss. ' It 
failed. The Italians first tried, 
fruitlessly, in 1909. “Every 
foot of a route may be climb- 
able, and yet if it cannot all 
be climbed in one day and 
there is nowhere to spend a 
night, what can you do?” So 
remarked Sir Martin Conway, 
summarizing the opinion of 
the time.. 


This opinion was held as late 
as 1929, when the Italians 
made a cartographic expedi- 
tion to it; a Swiss group fol- 
lowed, to take motion pictures; 
then came a French party that 
tried to climb nearby Hidden 
Peak (26,470 feet) but was de- 
feated by bad weather. All

ects than ever before.” 

U.S, Lending Grows. 
Strunk said that because sav- 
ings associations specialize in 
conventional loan financing, the 
stepped-up activity of these in- 
stitutions in the financing of 
home building assures that an 
important part of new construc- 
tion credit will remain on a con- 
ventional basis. 

“One of these matters of para- 
‘mount concern to many in the 
savings and loan field is that the 
‘role of the Government in the 


financing of new construction is 


|growing steadily, a development 
‘that can be best illustrated by 
the fact that last year 47 per 
cent of the financing for new 
homes was insured or guaran- 
teed by the Federal Govern- 
ment,” he commented. 

Strunk added that as savings 
‘associations expand their new 
construction lending, the chances 
‘for survival of conventional 
‘financing also improve.

Boom in Investment Clubs Here 


Women as Well as Men 


By Dickson Terry 


NTIL a few months ago, a 
St. Louis woman told me the 
other day, the only use she 
had for the financial page of the 
mewspaper was “to wrap up the 


That was a few months ago. 
T she isa different woman. 
She read two heavy tomes 
on stocks and bonds, and devours 
the financial page as though it 
were written by Christian Dior. 
At parties she no longer talks 
about diet and the children. She 
talks about Lockheed Aircraft 
and Steep Rock Mines. At the 
mention of a lively, fast-moving 
stock her ears up and she 
fairly quivers, a fire horse 
used to when the alarm went off. 

It’s a startling change, but the 
answer is fairly simple. She is 
a member of an investment club, 
an interesting phenomenon which 
is sweeping St. Louis and the 
country. 

Investment clubs are not new. 
There are some which stem back 
to the early thirties, and now 
have assets of as much as $300,- 
000. They ‘were, however, com- 
paratively rare and virtually un- 
known outside brokerage circles. 
But during the past half-dozen 
years they Have become so nu- 
merous that no broker will even 
try to estimate how many there 


are.; «= .« 

Although most of them follow 
the same general plan, each 
member putting up so much 
every month to be invested in 
stocks, from there on they 
branch out in various ctions. 
Some take stock buying very, 
very: seriously, particularly the 
women’s clubs. Others combine 
it with ‘social activity and look 
upon the investment end the 
same way they would a roulette 
wheel, 

One men’s club here, for in- 
stance, known as the Gold Brick 
Syndicate, won’t buy anything 
that looks solid or substantial. 
They buy what are knewn in 
brokerage circles as “dogs”— 
uranium companies, gold mines, 
little-known oil well promotions 
or anything else that smacks of 
pure speculation. They get their 
kicks out of seeing what the 
stocks will do. If they make 
money, fine, and if they don’t, 
it was fun. 

* * * 

OME clubs approach the idea 

as an earnest way to educate 

the members in investment 
practices and systematic savings, 
and everything they make they 
put back into the syndicate to be 
reinvested, Still others look upon 
the earnings as the means to an 
end, that end being a good time. 
Like the syndicate which one 
year took all its earnings, char- 
tered a private railroad car and 
went to a Notre Dame football 
game, _ 

An investment club, syndicate 
or group—they use all three 
designations—may be simply de- 
fined as a group of people who 
organize and contribute a fixed 
amount each month to be in- 
vested in " 

There is a National Associa- 
tion of Investment Clubs, with 
headquarters in Detroit, a city 
which, it is reported, is literally 
swarming with clubs. The Asso- 
ciation lists 362 member groups, 
but concedes that is only a frac- 
tion of the number which have 
sprung up across the country 
during the last five or six years. 
It has been estimated that clubs 
are invading the stock market 
to the tune of about half a mil- 
lion dollars a month. How many 
there are in St. Louis is a mat- 
ter of conjecture. Some of the 
investment companiés are reluc- 
tant to disclose their relations 
with syndicates, but a survey 
reveals that each of the 14 or 
so larger investment houses has 
anywhere from two to a dozen 
clubs on its books. 

A’ history of a women’s in- 
vestment group called the Wigs 
will illustrate in a general way 
how many groups .operate. The 
name, incidentally, is taken 
from the initials of the club's 
name, which is Women’s 
Investment Group. Another 
club, composed professional 
men and women, is called the 
Pigs. of the clubs seem 
to vie with one another in think- 
ing up tricky names for their 
clubs, like the Optimistic Invest-

“We do have some heated dis- 
cussions,” one member con- 
ceded, “but no arguments. At 
lease nobody gets mad.”

HE women have various rea- 

sons for. getting into the club, 

but they admit that making 
some money is always the basic 
one. While the club is pretty 
conservative most of the time, 
now and then members get the 
yen to speculate. They’ve been 
lucky. They bought Capital 
Records at 65% and as this -was 
written it stood at 174%. They 
made a nine-point profit on 
American Airlines. So far they 
have paid in $18,525 and their 
assets stand at a little more 
than $25,000. 

One member of the club is 
trying to accumulate enough 
money for a trip to Europe. Said 
another: “I want to be able to 
sit and rock on my front porch 
before I’m 65.” Several of the 
members plan to take trips with 
the money they make, others 
plan to add it to their retirement 
fund. One woman's dream is to 
make enough money to buy a 
farm. She’s never lived on a 
farm. Just wants to. 


- Sometimes the women have a 
man from one of the investment 
companies come to the meeting 
and give them advice, but not 
often. As one of the members 
said, “One of the things we want 
to do is convince men that wom- 
en can invest money as sensibly 
as anyone else.” 

' As a matter of fact, one of 
the wealthiest of the women’s 
elubs was started for that same 
reason. The club, which is re- 
ferred to, and with some awe, 
‘in investment circles as “the 
Dowagers’ Club,” is composed of 
wives of St. Louis tycoons. Their 
husbands are members of a 
wealthy investment club, and 
the wives, so the story goes,

Most women’s clubs * operate 
on a modest scale. The men’s 
clubs, on the other hand, run 
the gamut from older men 
who've got it made to 
men on the way who are 
trying to make it.

They hold their meetings at such 
places as the Racquet club and 
the Bogey club, but they seldom 
discuss investments. They still 
meet to enjoy themselves, They 
now have assets of more than 
$100,000. For a while they 
adopted a casual attitude toward 
their investments, but, according 
to their broker, the size of the 
assets seems to have sobered 
them somewhat, and _ they’re 
becoming a little more conserva- 
tive, leaning toward blue chip 
investments. :

$40,000.

HERE are several minerals 
which are essential to a well 
rounded diet.

They're Trained in Specialized Courses at St. Vincent's Hospital; Have to Unlearn Fears

ENTAL illness is one of 
America’s most serious 
health problems. | Surveys 


“show that 55 per cent of all 


hospital patients suffer from 
mental iliness. At the same 
time, only 5 per cent of all 
nurses are entering the field of 
psychiatric nursing. This statisti- 
cal gap is becoming a matter of 


concern to hospitals and every- \ 


one interested in the care of 
the sick. One place where they 
are trying to do something about 
it is St. Vincent's Hospital, the 
big red brick Victorian building 
at the end of Salerno drive, at 
7301 St. Charles Rock road. 


St. Vincent’s, operated by the 
Sisters of Charity who have 
specialized in the care of the 
mentally ill in this area since 
they opened a log cabin hospital 
in 1828, has been training nurses 
in this specialized field since 
1941, and is one of the three 
outstanding schools of psychia- 
tric nursing in the United 
States. More than 3000 nurses 
have received their training 
there and every six weeks a new 
group arrives for the 12-week 
course. It is a course that is not 
an easy one, either for the 
student or the instriictor. In 
most specialized nursing train- 
ing, the nurse simply learns her 
new technique; in psychiatric 
nursing, she often must unlearn 
many previous misconceptions 
and rid herself of her fears of 
the mentally ill. 


“The newly arrived nurse may 
feel bewildered and wonder what 
she is expected to do,” says Sister 
Anne, superior of St. Vincent's. 
“There is none of the rush of 
the typical hospital. The work 
of a psychiatric nurse is more 
like that of a mother in her 
home, guiding her children. In 
any type of illness, the patient 
becomes helpless and the nurse 
replaces the mother, but here 
she must meet an even more 
definite need with respect to 
understanding the patient and 
giving him comfort.”

ROM Milwaukee, Evansville, 

Indianapolis, Chicago, St. Jo- 

seph, Mo., Minot, N.D., Dan- 
ville, Ill., from Jewish and De- 
Paul hospitals in St. Louis, and 
others in this area, nurses come 
for their clinical experience. 
Despite their widely varied 
points of ‘origin, most of them 
require the same. 10-day period 
of orientation, often an orienta- 
tion to psychiatry itself, 


“We try to dispel her fear of 
the patients and overcome any 
negative attitudes she may 
have,” says Sister Eleanor, su- 
perior of nurses training. “Many 
girls have seen morbid movies, 
read books like ‘The Snake Pit.’ 
They look for padded cells and 
patients who will attack them.” 


To the nurse who fears work 
in a mental hospital, Sister 
Eleanor has cheering news; she'll 
get over it. 


“Your fearfulness is universal 
and it’s due to lack of educa- 
tion,” she told a classroom, as 
she assigned them to read a book 
called “Fear.” “It’s the un- 
known that we always fear.” 


Because classes begin each six 
weeks, there is always one group 
of students six weeks ahead of 
the others, and from the casual 
attitude of the experienced ones 
the newcomer gains confidence. 
Even so, sfie is introduced to her 
responsibilities slowly. She is

for the first few days so she real- 
izes the importance of the locked 
doors, At first she learns to ob- 
serve and interpret behavior as 
she has already learned to ob- 
serve physical change.

“There are a lot of things to 
get used to here,” Shirley Ander- 
son, one of the newcomers, from 
Chicago, confessed. “For in- 
stance, they speak of very sick 
patients and you think of bed 
patients but here very sick 
patients aren't in bed at all. 


“Then there is fear, perhaps 
not fear of the patients but fear 
of not knowing what to do. In 
your home hospital, you know 
the routine and how to treat 
patients. Here it’s different.” 


“She expresses exactly how I 
felt when I first arrived,” says 
Beth Drain, of Hannibal, 
Mo., who ‘is her major 
oe ospital. “But 
I’ve changed-a lot, After you've 
been here a while it's hard to 
realize these people are mentally 
ill, they seem so normal. Soon 
you realize it could happen to 
anyone, that it’s nothing to be

After her 
period of orientation, the stu- 
dent helps with the care of the 
patient, bathing, hair dressing, 
giving meals. Because the men- 
tally ill can become physically 
ill, too, she sometimes gives bed- 
side care, the same kind she 
would give in any large hospital. 


“Most of the students catch on 
quickly,” Sister Eleanor says, 
“but it always seems that the 
student who’s had some grief 
in her own life gains a quicker 
understanding.” 


Patients are placed in the 
hospital according to their con- 
dition, the newly admitted in 
one section, those convalescing 
in another, those taking treat- 
ment in divisions according to 
the degree of their illness. As 
part of their work student nurses 
do studies on individual patients, 
including causes, reactions, prog- 
nosis. 


They learn to give insulin 
therapy, electric shock treat- 
ment, chemo-therapy, which is 
the newest form of treatment 
with drugs. Mary Marren, staff 
nurse, feels that today’s nurses 
are living in “a wonderful age 
of new hope for mental pa- 
tients,” and that St. Vincent's 
record of disch three- 
fourths of its patients within 
eight weeks’ time makes the 
field anything but a depressing 
one in which to work.

Dear Martha: 

S the sole support of two elderly sisters I am quite de- 
A pendent on the office job I've held for a number of 

years despite the fact that I've somehow amassed a tidy 
sum running into. five figures. But that is beside the point. 
~-*- My employers think highly 
of me, or so I’m led to be- 
lieve. In fact, I am so de- 
pendable that I’vé allowed 
myself to become a “‘catch- 
all” for all the disagree- 
able duties that have to be 
done. around the office. I 
don’t mind doing my share 
but sometimes I feel I am 
being pushed into tasks 
that have ho bearing on 
my job. I have tried com- 
plaining, refusing or for- 
getting to do certain 
chores that I’ve felt were 
not for me, but somehow 
in the end I always find 
myself doing same. How 
does one refuse to do cer- 
tain thing#? Or does one 
refuse these days “when 
jobs are not too plentiful, particularly not for women past 
a certain age? COWED. 


If you've permitted yourself to be trampled on all these 
years, I don’t see how you could put an end to it now ex- 
cept by flatly refusing all duties not specifically assigned to 
you. But that would only cause misunderstandings and of- 
fice clashes. Naturally, there’s a great deal of satisfaction

HE FORMOSAN CRISIS LAST WEEK entered a taut new phase loaded 
with explosive possibilities. Under protective cover of a United States 
Navy task force the Nationalist Chinese began the evacuation of the 
Communist - threatened coastal Tachen Islands. Some eight miles to the 
north, within artillery range, the Chinese Reds held Yikiangshan, recently 
wrested from the Nationalists. Red patrol and torpedo boats were reported 
30 to 35 miles away from the Tachens. Aside from anti-aircraft fire from 
Yikiangshan on American carrier-based planes flying north of the Tachens, 
at last midweek the Communists had made no move to interfere with the 
withdrawal. But the explosive nature of the situation was attested by a 
clash eight days ago between United States and Communist jets off Korea. 

Involved in the Tachens evacuation were about 18,000 civilians, a 
10,000-man Nationalist garrison, and some 4000 Nationalist guerrillas.

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Seventh Fleet sailors and Marines supervised the loading of evacuees and 
military gear on Nationalist landing craft and American transports. United 
States carrier fighter planes patrolled overhead, American destroyers es- 
corted the refugee convoys. The Nationalists announced all occupants of 
the islands would be removed in a ‘scorched earth” withdrawal. 

Meanwhile, diplomatic efforts to ease the Formosan crisis appeared 
stalemated. Peiping had rejected a United Nations Security Council invi- 
tation to discuss a cease-fire unless discussion was based on a Soviet 
resolution that included charging the United States with aggression. The 
West was cool to a big power conference. Secret diplomatic moves for 
a Communist-Nationalist cease-fire were reported under way at midweek, 
with Britain urging evacuation of all Nationalist-held coastal islands as 
an essential first step.

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In a downtown broker's board room most visitors give 
concentrated attention to the changing stock market; a 
few confer with customers’ men at long desk in fore- 
ground, or get together (far left) to talk trends. Board 
girls, referring to strips of ticker tape, bring quotation 


board up to date. Brokers estimate about 20 per cent 
of their business is with board room onlookers, the rest 
being telephone transactions. Fast turnover buying 
and selling is very slight, as commissions and taxes 
are likely to offset quick profit-taking.

HE STOCK MARKET for many Americans is a 
center of interest as absorbing as baseball, the 
movies, television, or sidew superintending.

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FTER MUCH DISCUSSION AND DELAY, the State High- 
way Department is ready to start building the Mark 
Twain Expressway. Before work can begin on the 

vital traffic artery for northwest St. Louis, however, one bar- 
rier remains to be cleared. The proposed route through the 
city, finally determined on after many revisions, must be 
approved by the Board of Aldermen. A bill formally es- 
tablishing the route is now before the board's Committee 
on Streets, Sewers and Wharves, which will hold a public 
hearing on the matter next month. ? 

The seven strip maps above show the proposed route 
of the limited-access highway from the north edge of the 
downtown area to the city limits. Fitted together, the maps 
compose a block-by-block plotting of the expressway's 7!/- 
mile city portion. Small map at left shows how the num. 
bered strips, in proper relation, form the over-all route. 
Minor alterations may be made in drawing detailed plans, 
but the route as shown is not subject to major changes.

Chimes a Happy 


Marriage

familiar with the question: What happens to 
family life when you mix marriage and oa 
career? Here is her answer.

It would be hard to find two married 
people whose careers are more widely 
separated than ours. As a banker, my 
husband Richard Metz lives in a dollars- 
and-cents world of finance. As a singer, 
my world is that of opera and the con- 
cert stage. The two worlds don't speak 
the same language — or keep the same 
hours. 

Yet we have found a way to combine 
our. interests and enjoy life like any 
other married couple. The secret is, I 
think, in certain symbols of sentiment 
and romance which we have learned to 
cherish. Now there are those who say 
there’s more to marriage than romance— 
as though that is something childish you 
put away in mothballs once you've as- 
sumed adult responsibilities. We don’t 
agree. To us, romance is the keystone of 
marriage. 

As to the symbols. We make a game, 
for example, of giving gifts — especially 
on St. Valentine’s Day, when we hide 
them in unlikely places.

These are little things, but they are 
part of the pattern.

way. She had just discovered that her 
12-year-old daughter had been “going 
steady” for nearly a year. 

In Detroit, a school principal asked 
his fifth- and sixth-grade students to list 
the personal problems that troubled 
them most. The question that outdis- 
tanced all others: “How do I go about 
making a date?” — 

No isolated incidents, these. In your 
town, too, the small fry of the 1 1-to-13 
age group are busily trespassing on ter- 
ritory once reserved for the high-school 
set. Little boys’ heads are filled with 
the tricks of the rumba. Little girls are 
preoccupied with whether dotted Swiss 
or organdie would be the nicest “first 
formal.” PARADE spot-checked com- 
munities around the U.S., talked to 
teachers, recreation directors, ministers, 
psychologists, parents, children them- 
selves. Whether the answer came back 
from Beaumont, Tex., or Macon, Ga., 
Long Beach or Detroit, it was always 
the same: dating, dancing and even a 
flurry of petting is not only common- 
place among 11- and 12-year-olds, but 
practically universal. 


A New Development 

This junior social whirl is a new 
facet of American life. Parents and 
teachers alike agree that it has been 
creeping up gradually, but has reached 
full bloom only in the last few years. 
Possibly, they think, it reflects a lower- 
ing of traditional age levels in many 
aspects of American life—as in the 
trend, for example, toward earlier 
marriages. 

How far do the kids go with their 
grown-up games? What lies behind this 
sudden epidemic of pre-teen dating? 
Do parents know about it? If they do, 
how do they react? Most important of 
all, how does it affect the pre-teens 
themselves? 

To find the answers to these and 
other questions, PARADE reporters vis- 
ited Oak Park, Ill., a Chicago suburb 
where the pre-teen social whirl, in its 
waist-high way, has reached a peak of 
development. This is not ‘to focus a 
spotlight on Oak Park; the same pic- 
ture might have been seen almost any- 
where. Although above average in in- 
come, Oak Park seems typical as far 
as pre-teen dating goes. 

In broad strokes, here is a sketch of 
Oak Park's bustling social swim: 

It has its roots in school. In most of

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is also some social dancing, to records. 
“Good, clean, wholesome fun,” is the 
way one mother explains it. The kids 
seem to agree. Many who attend Wash- 
ington Irving School also are “regulars” 
at its weekly recreation night (which 
includes dancing and handicrafts) for 
fifth-to-eighth-graders. Others, who live 
near Anderson Playground, look for- 
ward eagerly to round and square 
dancing there each Friday. 

The real social whirl, however, cen- 
ters around two dancing schools—Miss 
Jessie Pocock’s school at the Oak Park 
Club and Miss Rose’s school at the 19th 
Century Club. Probably half or more 
of Oak Park’s 11-to-13-year-olds at- 
tend one of them. To those who re- 
member the dancing classes of the 
Penrod novels, it should come as a jolt 
to know that boys who attend are not 
“sissies” to their fellows, but idols. 
Both sexes look forward to each semi- 
monthly lesson, regarding them more 
as “parties” than classes. 

“Why do I like dances?” asks 12- 
year-old Jo Ann Gehrke. “Because 
there are boys there.” The same seems 
to hold true for the escorts. Around 
Oak Park, there is a good deal of em- 
phasis on clean white gloves (a must 
at both schools) and freshly starched 
blouses, as well as good-natured jockey- 
ing for partners. Although partners are 
chosen by chance and must stay to- 
gether for the evening, each school has 
a “boy’s choice” and “girl’s choice” 
dance which sets off a scramble. 

What every Oak Park sub-sub-sub- 
deb awaits most nervously, however, 
are the three-times-a-season special 
dances at each school, which drip with 
all the gingerbread of a college prom. 
Dates are required, and many a 12- 
year-old Oak Park girl spends anxious 
evenings by a silent telephone, much as 
an older sister might. Seventh-grade 
girls sparkle in their most dazzling 
party dresses; eighth-graders sport 
their greatest glory—‘first formals.” 
(But corsages are taboo; too many 
young swains—or their parents—were 
trying to outdo each other.) These are 
the social events of the season—but they 
often leave a trail of broken pre-teen 
hearts behind. 


A Pre-Teen Date 


Also, there’s quite a bit of “dating.” 
This word, when used by a 13-year-old, 
cannot be translated too Jiterally. Some- 
times, after dancing class, a boy and a 
girl will wander down to Petersen's Ice 
Cream Parlor for a soda, where their 
parents pick them up. This is consid- 
ered a “date” by some pre-teens. 

But an honest-to-gosh date, in the 
pre-teen lexicon, involves a Saturday 
afternoon (more rarely, a Friday 
night) at the movies, a soda and no 
chaperone. Most of the kids dabble at 
this sort of “dating,” and (or so it ap- 
peared to PARADE’s reporters) those 
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by SID ROSS and ED KIESTER 


who didn’t avidly wished they did.- 

Boy-girl frolics have a way of spring- 
ing up everywhere. Boy Scout and Girl 
Scout troops are featuring more “mixed 
recreation,” like hayrides. Even church 
youth groups are crowding into the act, 
with dances for pre-teens. And then 
there are the parties. “Post office” and 
lights-out games are enjoying quite a 
vogue. This does nof sit too well with 
mothers, some of whom have been in- 
vited charmingly to make themselves 
scarce. (“The party at my house,” says 
Mrs. Mary Lou McCollum, “was prac- 
tically over my dead body.”) 

It also brings up a question that 
sounds a little odd on the lips of a 12- 
year-old girl: “Should I let a boy kiss 
me good night?” That this is a real-life 
problem is testified to not only by teach- 
ers and mothers, but by the children

themselves, like 13-year-old Judy 
Woline: “A boy tried to kiss me good 
night after a party. What'd I do? I had 
to let him. He backed me into a corner. 
I guess I didn’t exactly dislike it.” 

Then there’s the question of “going 
steady.” Like dating, this cannot be in- 
terpreted literally: it usually means 
simply an exchange of rings or pic- 
tures, and a date every month or so. 
For some, it is merely insurance against 
-being frozen out during the “boy’s 
choice” and “girl’s choice” dances. 
Steadies have a rather short life span, 
lasting at most only a few months. The 
majority of the kids still prefer to run 
with the pack, Nonetheless, this further 
evidence of grown-up mimicry worries 
parents. : 

The big questions, many parents told 
PARADE, are “What's next?” and 
“Where do I draw the line?” “When 
the club dance becomes ‘old stuff,’ ” 
says Harold R. Ward, youth director of 
the Oak Park YMCA, “will these kids 
look for new thrills, larger experi- 
ences?”

Why this speedup? Authorities blame movies, TV, 


the A-bomb, the ‘cold war ’— and the parents 
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SEVENTH-GRADE dancing class at Miss Pocock’s learns fox-tr 


This is a question that gives pause to many—but 
by no means all—parents in Oak Park. PARADE found 
that parental opinion broke down into four major 
categories: 1) those who actually plunge their chil- 
dren into the social swim or, at least, applaud the 
idea; 2) those who feel “times have changed” and 
approve properly supervised boy-girl recreation at this 
level; 3) those who have misgivings but are badgered 
into saying yes by their children; 4) a small minority 
who are fighting to keep their children children, in 
the strict sense of the word. 

In the last group is Mrs. Grace Pennie, whose 
nine children include 14-, 12-, and 11-year-old girls. 
“I don’t like it,” says Mrs. Pennie flatly. “Those 11- 
year-olds going to movie shows with boys—it’s un- 
thinkable to me. I think the parents are just going 
at such a pace that they want to get rid of their kids 
and push them into social activities before they're 
ready. I feel that if you have a nice family life, you’re 
less apt to have these problems.” 

To some parents the dancing classes are an asset 
because of their dividends in poise and the social 
graces. “Frankly, I think it’s a good idea,” says Mrs. 
Esther Steed, a teacher at Hawthorne School and 
mother of a 13-year-old girl. “It gets them used to 
each other so they don't think they’re such strange 
creatures.” J. E. Howie, father of a 13-year-old boy, 
adds a fervent amen. “As far as my son is concerned,” 
he says, “I know he has more aplomb on a dance floor 
than I had after two years of high school.” 
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ot steps. Later, kids will choose own partners. 


A minister with misgivings is Dr. Carl Winters of 
Oak Park’s First Baptist Church. “I don’t see how 
you can turn back the clock of time,” he says. “Our 
whole€ society seems to be geared toward a stepped- 
up intelligence of this younger generation. I have an 
idea that maybe this is not too good unless we can 
get our whole educational system, the church and the 
home geared to it.” : 

The consultant in pupil personnel services for the 
Oak Park Schools, Miss Viola Menzemer, sees nothing 
really new in the situation. “Children in the 11-to-13- 
year-old level, in my opinion, have been thinking these 
things for years, but the changes in society and the 
fact that the family is not so strong as it once was now 


~make them look earlier for relationships outside the 


home. And the children are more challenging; they

assert themselves more.” Few argue that last point. 

“In my day,” says Mrs. Adah McMillan, “the girl 
waited for the boy to call. But my Ann doesn’t hesi- 
tate to phone a boy. I think that, like a lot of girls, 
she’s aggressive.” Most Oak Park parents agree that 
the girls seem to be “pushing” the boy-girl parties. 
Some think the answer is that girls these days mature 
earlier than they once did. “A seventh- or eighth-grade 
girl today is the equivalent of a high-school junior in 
the old days,” says Mrs. Anne Bartels. “They look 
older, and they try to look older yet.” 

Medical men, however, are not in complete agree- 
ment with this theory. All those PARADE consulted ad- 
mit that pre-teens today are taller and heavier than 
those of 20 years ago. But there is disagreement on 
whether this indicates earlier maturity—physical or 
emotional. Such adult-level (or at least adolescent- 
level) problems as dating and goodnight kisses may 
still be somewhat beyond their realm. 


Are TV and Movies Responsible? 


Around Oak Park, TV and movies are a scape- 
goat for “giving these kids the ideas in the first place.” 
To some authorities, that is wide of the mark. Admit- 
ting that modern mass communications have great 
power to mold ideas and shape thoughts, they con- 
sider these more a symptom than a cause. 

The present pre-teen precocity, they suggest, stems 
from a shaky society, plagued by the uncertainties of 
the cold war and living with the specter of the A-bomb. 
Because of this instability, the emphasis has been on 
a speed-up of all social customs: quick social contacts, 
quick pleasures, a quick shove into escape from the 
realities of the world. On adults, with more experience 
to draw upon, the pressures are tremendous; but on 
pre-teens, already in the shakiest part of their lives, 
they can be almost shattering. 

It is a problem which worries psychologists, sociolo- 
gists, educators and medical men alike. Selma Frai- 
berg, a child therapist and instructor in psychiatry at 
Wayne University, recently warned: “These children 
are burdened with all the normal stresses of puberty 
plus the abnormal stresses imposed upon them by their 
community. At a point when a girl is most anxious 
about her femininity, her unripe femininity is put to 
a severe test. A boy, flooded with terrible doubts about 
his masculinity, is pressed to prove a masculinity of 
which he himself is quite unsure.” 

And an Oregon gynecologist, Dr. Goodrich Schauf- 
fler, blasts U.S. “bosom-consciousness,” which, he 
says, sometimes drives girls as young as 10 or 11 into 
severe mental crackups or attempted suicide when the 
much-desired curves fail to appear. 

Educators and sociologists have pointed out that, 
by accenting “too early social sophistication,” the U.S. 
may be laying up future trouble for itself and its 
children. Mrs. Newton Leonard, national president of 
the National Congress of Parents and Teachers, warns, 
“When orchids, corsages and formal parties have been 
part of your life from the age of 11 or 12, by the 
time you are 17, nothing is left!” 

Warnings and predictions notwithstanding, pre-teens 
everywhere probably will go right on dancing, dating 
and flirting with an occasional kiss. Parents will con- 
tinue to worry, and so will psychologists. Sooner or 
later, they probably will have to meet the question 
head-on, as Principal Lawrence Cox of Oak Park's 
Horace Mann School has done. | 

“Are these seventh- and eighth-graders—and some 
times fifth- and sixth-graders—too young for this?” he 
muses. “Actually, it doesn’t matter what I say. Earlier 
socializing is here, and here to stay. Our problem is 
not fo stop it, but to try to provide a wholesome 
atmosphere for it.” 
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MRS. MARY LOU McCOLLUM: “I think eae 
awfully young to do all this. I never did it. But 


I can’t feel justified in telling my little girl she 


can’t go to a party when she tells me, ‘Everyone 
else is going,’ I just wonder: when they start 
this early, what happens next year? You can’t 
seem to control these things. But I guess one 
of the difficulties is I’m a woman. I'd be more 
upset if she wasn’t invited.” 


HAROLD 8. WARD, YMCA youth director: “Bas- 
ically I think it’s wrong. I have a 12-year-old 
daughter, and ordinarily I wouldn’t let her stay 
out late on a school night. But you're keeping 
up with the Joneses; you don’t want to be an 
old fogy. Maybe it’s good; maybe it’s making 
them grow up faster. But the way the trend is, 
by the time they’re in high school, the thrill 
of a date is gone.” 


MRS. JANE CHRISTIANSON: “Let them get used 
to each other. Let them learn to be at ease 
with the other sex. Later on, when they’re in 
high school and begin to pair off, they’ll be 
prepared for it.” 

Her daughter Lois, 13: “Why shouldn’t I be 
interested in boys? I’m not too young. They're 
human beings—cute human beings. I’ve been 
interested in them since first grade.” 


MARCIA McCOLLUM, 12: “I don’t think I’m too 
young for this, not really. I’m interested in boys 
—in a way. I like parties and dances. It’s a kind 
of entertainment that you don’t get when you're 
younger. Mostly I like going out with some other 
people. Of course, there’s one boy—I’d like to 
go out alone with him, maybe to the movies or 
an ice-cream parlor. I think it would be kind 
of nice.” 


DR. CARL WINTERS, Baptist minister: “I’ve seen 
my 11-year-old daughter where you'd think life 
had ended for her; other girls were attracting 
the boys, and she wasn't. It was a crisis in her 
little life. Yet I don’t want to be strict just be- 
cause I’m a minister; I want her to have whole- 
some social relationships, the kind every child 
needs and is entitled to. At least she is getting 
an ‘at-homeness’ with other children.” 


DR. BERTRAND J. SMITH, superintendent of grade 
schools: “I have the feeling that the school, 
as a community agency, should help to estab- 
lish normal boy-girl relationships, which begin 
in kindergarten and go right on to adulthood. 
There’s nothing wrong with ‘early’ boy-girl re- 
lationships, provided that a community-wide 
program for them is properly planned and re- 
searched and carried out.” .

I'm Redoing It Myself 


A home craftsman, caught up in the national craze, takes 


a long look at his work — and doesn't like what he sees

I don’t know what makes people think the 
do-it-yourself trend is something new. Unable 
to afford somebody who knew how, I've been 
doing it myself for some time. In fact, I'm 
reaching the point where I'm redoing things 
myself—things I did once which have since 
proven something less than satisfactory. 

A project I began the other day, for in- 
stance, involved raising the height of our 
kitchen table. About a year ago, goaded into 
action by a wife with a set smile and a short 
length of garden hose, I had undertaken the 
job of evening the table’s legs so the table 
would stand level. In what seemed no time 
at all, we had a kitchen table which stood 
12 inches off the floor. 

Since then we have been sitting down to 
breakfast yogi-style. Our dog, who used to 
sit up and beg for morsels, just reaches out 
now and snaps at somebody’s toast. 

In raising the table to the proper level 
(redoing it myself), I’m experimenting with 
a design which could become high fashion 
in the furniture world. For want of a more 
appropriate name, I call it Orange Crate 
Modern. 

Another major phase of the carrent nation- 
wide craze to do-it-yourself involves finish- 
ing off that unfinished attic. Well, far ahead 
of the game as usual, I finished off my attic 
a few years ago. “Ended it” might be better. 

I must have gotten hold of a batch of 
green wallboard or something. I'd get a piece 
tacked to the beams and turn to something 
else and sproing! — off it would come. Nat- 
urally I did my own electrical work, too. 
I didn’t actually get all the wiring concealed 
and, what with one thing and another, -the 
attic became a pretty ticklish place from a 
health and safety standpoint. 

I decided to refinish the finishing job a 


few days after the man came about the fire- 
place backing smoke into the living room. He 
insisted on going up into the attic, so we 
took the names of his next of kin, strapped 
a first-aid kit to his back and shook hands 
all around. 

The Fire Department finally got him out 
through a window and it wasn't long before 
he was discharged from the hospital. The 
experience shook me, along with our out- 
of-court settlement. 

Shortly after I finished off the attic, I 
turned my talents to converting our televi- 
sion set from a standard model taking up 
usable floor space to a built-in type with 
only the picture tube showing from a wall.

of ailments—from black eyes to phlebitis 


The patient, a 45 year-old woman, squirmed 
uncomfortably in the doctor’s office. For 
several years, she said, she had suffered from 
a form of phlebitis, a troublesome inflamma- 
tion of the veins in her leg. 

From time to time, her leg would swell up, 
become painful and tender. Nothing brought 
lasting relief, she said. Hers was not an un- 
usual case. Phiebitis, an iliness thought to re- 
sult from sluggish blood circulation, or in- 
jury, strikes many adults in all age groups. 

The doctor decided to try a drug, not a 

new one, but one that had been used .in many 
illnesses, including cancer, without much 
luck. It had been considered dangerous. 
But the results in this woman's case made 
the doctor sit up dnd take notice, 
_ In just three weeks, the pain and tender- 
ness disappeared and the swelling was re- 
duced to a large extent. After the fourth 
week, the patient was free of all symptoms. 
Weekly injections since then have prevented 
recurrence. 

The drug that produced these striking re- 
sults was prepared from a substance called 
trypsin. The dosage: as little as 1/11,000 of 
an ounce. Since this one case was reported, 
trypsin has shown value in treating a host of 
ailments which result in pain and swelling— 
among them, black eye, bursitis (an illness 
- that usually causes great discomfort to back 
and shoulder muscles) and bronchitis. There 
is even evidence that this “anti-inflammatory” 
drug can help polio patients. 


Enzymes At Work 

Trypsin actually is an énzyme, in itself a 
fascinating part of the human body’s com- 
. plicated chemical machinery. Enzymes are 
the body’s “chemical messengers”: they 
start, stop and control chemical reactions 
without changing themselves. 

One of the enzymes, pepsin, breaks much 
of the food you eat into the chemical com- 
ponents required by the body. Science has 
identified a great many enzymes, but there 
are far more as yet undiscovered. Exactly 
how they keep the body’s chemical “chain 
. reaction” going is not known. 

Trypsin, at any rate, is manufactured in 
the pancreas. The trypsin now being used to 
treat increasing numbers of patients is ex- 
tracted from the pancreas of cattle. 

For some reason trypsin works dramatic- 
ally on inflammation in certain cases. It seems 


_ to increase blood circulation in the swollen 


fluid in a swollen area is taken up by body 
tissues. Thus, a group of Philadelphia doctors 
recently reported unusual results in treating 
black eyes. 

* A man with two black eyes, both swollen 
shut, was given trypsin. In just 24 hours 
there was “marked improvement.” A short 
time later, one cye was fully open and the 
swelling reduced. Other similar cases con- 
firmed this first finding. — 

From Herkimer, N. Y., comes more evi- 
dence of the drug's effect in reducing swell- 
ing and relieving pain. A researcher reported 
that there was “dramatic relief” in some 
bursitis cases less than one day after the pa- 
tient got trypsin. Some patients who could 
not move their arms regained wide range of 
movement after a few injections. 

The same doctor also reported that trypsin 
helped to reduce coughing and inflammation 
among some bronchitis sufferers. 

All this, of course, is in addition to the 
drug's beneficial work on phiebitis. 


Effect on Polio 


But perhaps the most unexpected effect 
of the drug to date concerns polio patients. 
Researchers tread easily and very conserva- 
tively on the subject of trypsin and polio, 
because it is one with which they have had 
so little experience. 

Trypsin, if it works at all, is not a substi- 
tute for the polio vaccine now being tested. 
That vaccine is a possible preyentive measure. 
Trypsin has been tried on patients only after 
they get the disease. 

However, based on a preliminary study of 
50 polio patients in two Wilmington, Del., 
hospitals, here is what can now be reported: 
@ Paralysis, which usually continues for six 
or seven days after onset of the disease, ap- 
peared to be stopped after just two days 
among trypsin-treated patients. 

@ Muscle strength among the patients was 
increased over what would be considered 
normal during the period of recovery. 
@ Thus, patients were able to exercise and 
start rehabilitation work earlier. 

@ Trypsin itself did not relax patients’ 
muscles, but “anti-stiffness” drugs given after 
trypsin worked better than usual. 

Of course, many more polio cases have to 
be studied before doctors can make any con- 
clusions. But this much they do say: whether

Each Day, 20 New Offers 


Willie Mays is getting the build-up 
treatment that once went to Mantle. “It's 
a new situation for him,” says one Giant 
official, “‘and a new one for us.” The club 
gives Willie the best possible care, but 
much responsibility still lies with Flynn. 

Flynn must weed out the offers that 
now pour in on Willie at a 20-a-day rate. 
Some are scotched simply by quoting 
Willie’s price ($1,000 an appearance, ex- 
cept for charity), others because they're 
not dignified. When an offer is accepted, 
it must meet Willie’s and Flynn's stand- 
ards. Cigarette ads, for instance, must not 
say that Willie actually smokes. 

His popularity has not affected Willie 
deeply—yet. He still qualifies as the fav- 
orite player of his clubmates. They see no 
parallel with the case of one recent 
“Rookie of the Year.” This player became 
so heady with success that he began ask- 
ing to be paid for appearing at off-season 
banquets in his own honor.

BETTY SKELTON CONTINUED 


Girl who “‘can’t stand 
standing still’’ gets 
a lot of things done 


ever licensed by the AAA to drive 
racing cars. 

Setting her record as the world’s 
fastest woman driver was Betty’s way 
of starting a new career. She'd already 
had one as an aerobatic and exhibition 
flier (PARADE, March 5, 1950), log- 
ging more than 5,000 hours of flying 
time and breaking records right and 
left. With no more room on her shelves 
for aerial trophies, she decided to 
“ground” herself to become a test driver 
and car-design consultant to the Dodge 
automobile company. 

So now. Betty has a two-way job: 
testing new cars to work out perform- 
ance and safety problems (this in- 
cludes traveling around the country to 
give safety talks and demonstrations), 
and dreaming up ways-to put more 
feminine appeal into cars. 

Tomorrow’s cars, Betty believes, 
need more of the feminine touch—more 
chic in upholstery fabric and colors, 
better positioning of the front seats so 
Mrs. Driver won't wrinkle her skirts 
when she gets in and out, better me- 
chanical design to eliminate her park- 
ing difficulties. Says Betty: 

“It isn’t that I'm trying to compete 


with men or invade their world. ve 


merely chosen the type of work I en- 
joy and seem qualified for. 

“In test-driving I even wear the type 
of clothing a girl would wear on a 


shopping trip or on a date. There’s one - 


exception: I change to low-heeled 
shoes when I get inte the car. The men 
razz me about it, but low heels make 
high-speed driving easier.” 


Airplanes, Not Dolls 

That Betty has a way of getting 
things done her way is attested by her 
spectacular career up to now — Career 
No. 1, that is. She began it in Pensa- 
cola, Fla., at the age of 12, when she 
flew her first plane—solo. “This hap- 
pened,” she explains with a mischievous 
smile, “behind a hangar when nobody 
was looking.” 

She adds: “In those days I ste, slept 


and breathed aviation. While other 


little girls played with dolls, I tinkered 
with model airplanes. I spent most of 
my week ends building up flying time.” 

Local aerial barnstormers soon be- 
gan to notice the freckle-faced kid who 
seemed to have been born with wings. 
One day she picked up a Tampa paper 
and read that Betty Skelton, famous girl 
flier, would appear in a forthcoming 
air show—and fly upside down. 

“That was news to me,” says Betty, 
“because I'd never done it before, and 


the show was two weeks away. I called 
up the man who had booked me — a 
stunt flier with whom I had worked — 
and asked him what this was all about. 
‘Oh, you can do it,’ he told me. ‘T'll 
show you how.’ He did, too.” 

That began Betty's aerobatic career, 
during which she won the aerobatic 
championship for women, set two 
world’s altitude records for light planes 
and racked up an unofficial speed rec- 
ord (426.5 mph) for engine-powered 
planes. Still intact, she retired from 
exhibition flying in 1950. 

On the ground, Betty managed to 
keep as busy as she had been aloft. She 
became personnel director for an avia- 
tion school and then an executive of an 
electronics corporation; wrote articles 
for aviation magazines; produced, 
wrote and emceed her own radio shows. 

In her. “spare time,” she took up 
amateur theatricals as a hobby — and

won the 1953 award for the outstanding 
amateur performance of the year in 
the famous oe hit, Bell, Book 
and Candle. 

It was quite by chance, Betty says, 
that she became interested in cars. She 
was on a vacation at Daytona Beach 
and entered a stock-car speed compe- 
tition “just for kicks.” That did it. 


“Now,” she goes on, “I'm completely 


wrapped up in the car industry. It’s a 
field that touches the lives of so many 
people—and I like people.” 

Just 5’3” and a seemingly fragile 94 
pounds (4 pounds under her regular 
weight, she says), Betty is brimful of 
energy. This despite the fact that she 
can “take food or leave it alone.” 

“I like Spanish foods,” she says, “but 
sweets best of all. I usually nibble on 
candy all day long. My main worry is 
keeping my weight up. I can't cook, 


_but I do design my own clothes. If I 


had a family, I'm sure I wouldn't find 
housekeeping a bore.” 

Do her plans include marriage? Says 
Betty: “Definitely — if the mght man 
comes along. I'd like to marry and have 
a family of three. But the man I marry 
will have to be as interested as I am in 
getting things done. I just can’t stand 
standing still.” a

Q. Have we gotten clear away from the idea 
that greeting cards are merely to supplement 
when a personal greeting is not possible? | 
refer especially to the sending of printed 
“thank you"’ cards to guests who have been 


present at a shower and have already been 
thanked in person.—J.A., Albuquerque, N. M.

A. A verbal “thank you” is enough. “Thank 
you” cards should never be sent unless they 
include a written message. 


Q. How do you address a sympathy card to 
the married daughters and sons when the 
mother dies? When is it proper to address an 
envelope, “Mr. and Mrs. and Family’’?— 
T.L.M., Jamaica, L. |. 
A. You address, not a sympathy card, but a 
personal letter to the eldest daughter, who is 
now technically the female head of the fam- 
ily. In the letter, you refer in some way to the 
others. If a married couple is extending its 
sympathy, it is the wife who writes, and in 
the body of the letter refers to the sympathy 
also extended by the husband. It is she who 
signs the letter. 

It is never correct to write “Mr. and Mrs. 
and Family.” “The Burke Family,” however, 
is correct.
